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The humble petition on behalf of the above named petitioner, Most Respect¬ 
fully Bheweth: — 

1. That as notified by the returing officer of the said constituency the 
following dates were appointed for different purposes of the said election; — 

29-1-1957—Last date for filing nomination paper. 

1-2-1957—Date for scrutiny. 

4.2-1967—Last date for withdrawal 

25-2-1957 to 12-3-1967—Dates for poll. 

18-3-1967—^Date for counting. 

2. That aU together four candidates filed their nomination papers for the 
election of the said constituency in which one Shri Suraj Narayan Mishra with¬ 
drew his nomination and the remaining three candidates contested the election 
and received the following votes; — 

Shrl Anirudh Sinha—80676. 

Shri Suraj Narayan Sinha—76683. 

Shrl Bisheshwar Singh—18190. 

3. That on 18-3-1957 Shri Anirudh Singh, the respondent no. 1 wa.s declared 
elected by the returning officer of the said constituency after the counting was 
over. 

4. That the said Parliamentary election was illegal and wrong and Is fit to 
be declared void. 

6. That the returned candidate committed several corrupt practices as 
defined under section 123 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951. 

6. That the returned candidate Shri Anirudh Singh committed corrupt 
practice under section 123(i) of the Representation of the people Act 1951 in as 
much as he paid Rs. 1000 (Rupees one thousand) and further promised to pay 
R». 1000 (Rupees one thousand) more to Shn Bisheshwar Singh on 27-1-1967 at 
Madhubani to stand as a candidate In the said election in order to devide the 
votes of the opposition namely the petitioner. 

7. That the petitioner has learnt that Shrl Bisheshwar Singh sent a letter to 
respondent no. 1 during the course of election asking him to fulfill his promise 
by sending money. 

8. That the returned candidate committed corrupt practicei under section 123(4) 
of the Representation of People Act, 1951 by getting a notice published with the 
help of Basudeo Mahto a candidate for the election of the Assembly seat in 
Madhepur constituency and Dr. Lakhman Sharma and Dr. Sunder Prasad Singh, 
under the heading “Bihar Bidhan Sabha Madhepur Nirbachan Kshetra ki Jantaon 
se Appeal”, making there in false allegation in relation to the personal character 
and conduct of the petitioner which prejudiced the prospects of the election of 
the petitioner. 

9. That thei returned candidate and his election agent Shri Chaudhary Brahma- 
deo Naraln Singh, Pleader Madhubani and agents Shri Jamuna Singh 
and Shrl Bindeshwar Singh of village Simri Post Office Raj Nagar, Dist. 
Darbhanga, distributed the said notice throughout the whole constituent, parti¬ 
cularly at Raj Nagar on 27th February 1957, at Bhawutipur on 28th February 
1957, at Phulparas on 27th February 1957, at Deep on 27th February 1967, at 
Nawani on 28th February 1057, at Hari on the 1st March 1967, etc. which very 
much prejudiced the election of the petitioner. 

10. That the returned candidate, his election agent and his agents committed 
corrupt practice, under section 123(5) in asmuch as they procured Jeeps, tractor, 
and Bullock Carts to carry voters to the polling station who were actually 
carried. The. particulars of which is enclosed herewith as an Annexure A which 
may be treated as part of this petition. 

11 That the returned candidate incurred expenses against the provision of sec¬ 
tion 77 and 78 of the Representation of the People Act, 1961 and filed a false and 
fabricated return of election expenses. 

12 That the returned candidate managed to procure the votes of the absent 
and dead voters by false personation, the particulars of which is enclosed here¬ 
with as Annexure ‘B’. 
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13. That according to Booth list supplied to the petitioner and other candidatee 
and thei publication made in the village the votes of the voters of the village 
Nawada were to be polled at Nawada L.P. School Booth on 4th March 1957 but 
they were illegally asked and allowed to poll on 1st March 1957, 

14. That the symbol of the petitioner on the boxes at Sakri Nakhatab, Booth 
No. 68 , at Madhepur H. E. School and at Dumri Booth was removed during the 
time of poll and the said boxes on those booths remained without symbol for 
hours together due to which large number of the voters of the petitioner were 
misled and they could not cast their votes in favour of the petitioner. 

15. That in Laukaha Assembly constituency at Booth No. 30. 31 and 33 and 
at Khana, Booth No. 35 the authorised polling agents of the petitioner were ille¬ 
gally not allowed to remain in the enclosure due to which the respondent num¬ 
ber 1 got a large number of bogus votes polled. 

16. That the polling officer of U.P. School Kewalpatti Booth was in the colla¬ 
boration of the returned candidate and he went alone inside the polling compart¬ 
ment where thei ballot boxes were kept with large number of stamped ballot 
papers, a complaint which was filed at the spot but of no effect. 

17. That the illegalities committed In the election have materially affected the 
result of the election In so far as it concerns the returned candidate. 

18. That the returned candidate secured huge amount of votes due to the 
corrupt practices and illegalities eommitted in the said election and If the votes 
secured in that way are deducted the petitioner would be getting the majority 
of the valid votes. 

‘ 19. That the petitioner has deposited rupees one thousand (Ra. 1000/-) as 
security under section 117 of the Representation of People Act, 1951 vide Trea¬ 
sury challan dated 27th April 1957, herewith enclosecl. 

Wherefore the petitioner prays:— 

(1) For declaration that the election of the Returned candidate is void and 
the petitioner Is declared elected. 

(il) For declaration that election of the returned candidate is void. 

(lil) For declaration of cost and incidental to the petition.
